- The touching of the private body parts of another person for the purpose of sexual gratification, forcible and/or against that person’s will; or not forcible or

against the person’s will where the victim is incapable of giving consent -

This offense is an element of rape, sodomy, and sexual assault with an object; therefore, only reported when it is the sole sex offense committed against a victim.
